Wednesday, the filing date accorded to that 
correspondence will be the date of that Wednesday (assuming that Wednesday is not a Federal holiday 
within the District of Columbia). 

If the sender wants the correspondence to be considered timely filed as of the date that the transmission 
began, the correspondence must include a certificate of transmission under 37 C.F.R. § 1.8(a). See TMEP 
§§303.01 and 306.05(c) regarding the effect of a certificate of transmission. TMEP §§306.03.
